( 1 } A party or an aRoracy responsible for the issuance and service of b subpoena shall lake 
reasonable steps lo avoid imposing undue burden or expense on a person subject to thai 
subpocni Tlvc coun onbehalf of which the subpoena was issued shall enforce this duty and 
impose upon the party or atlomcy in breach of this duty an appropriate sanction, which may 
include, bul is not limited lo, lost earnings and a reasonable attorney's fee.

ai any tiinc for an order to compel the production, inspection, copying, testing, or sampling. 
Such an oidcr to compel shall protecl any person who is not a party or an officer of a party from 
srgnificanl expense resulting from the inspection, copying, testing, or sampling commanded. 
O) (A) On timely motion, ihc court by vvhich a subpoena was issued shall quash or modify

otherwise met without undue hardship and assures that (he person lo whom the subpoena Is 
addressed will be reasonably compensated, the court may order appearance or production only 
upon specified conditions. 

(d) DirriEsiN Responding TO subpoena. 

( 1 ) (A) A person r:sponding lo a subpoena to produce documents shall produce ^em as 
ihey arc kcpi in the usual course of business or shall organize and label them to correspond with 
the categories in the demand. 

(B) If a subpoena docsJiot specify the form or forms for producing electronically stored 
information, a person responding to a subpoena must produce the informaiion in a form or 
forms in which the person ordinarily maintains it or in a fonn or fonns that arc reasonably 
usable. 

(C) A person responding to a subpoena need not produce thc'same electronically stored 
information in more than one foni^. 

(D) A pcraon responding lo a subpoena need nol provide discovery of electronically 
stored infaimation from sources that the person identifies as noi reasonably accessible because 
of undue burden or cost. On motion to compel discovery or to quash, the person fixim whom 
discovery is sought must show that the information sought js not reasonably accessible because 
of undue burden or cost. If thai ahowmg is made, the court may nonetheless order discovery 
from such sources if the requesting partyshowsgoodcaUGc, considering the Hmitations of Rule 
26Cb)(2)(C). The court may specify conditions for the discovery, 

(2) (A) When information subject to a subpoena is withheld on a claim thai it is privileged 
or subjca lo protection as trial -preparation maierials, the claim shall be made expressly and 
shall be supported by a description of the nature of the documents, communications, or things 
not prcxJuced that is sufficient to enable the demanding party id conicsl the claim, 

(B) If infomiaiion is produced in response to a subpoena thai is subject to a claim of 
ptivile^eorof prelection as trial-preparation material, the person making the claim may noiify 
anyparfy that received the information ofthc claim and the basis for it. After being notified. 
Bpartymusi promptly return, sequester, or destroy the specified information and any copies it 
has and may not use or disclose the infonnation until the claim is resolved. A receiving pait>' 
may promptly present the information to the court under seal for a determination of the claim, 
If the receiving party disclosed the informntjon before being notified, il must take reasonable 
sieps to retrieve ii. The person who produced ihe information must preserve the information 
until the claim is resolved, 

(e) Contempt. Failure of any person without adequate excuse to obey a subpoena served upon 
ftat person may be deemed a coniempi of the court from which the subpoena issued. An 
adequate cause for failure to obey exists when a subpoena purports to require & nonparty lo 
attend or produce at a place nol within the limits provided fay clause (ii) of subparagraph
